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3. Except as provided in paragraph 2 of this order, the Clerk shall not release the

presentence report, or any part thereof, to any person unless specifically directed to do so by

order of a judge of this court.

4. Pursuant to the authority granted by amended Rule 32(b)(6)(A), FRCTP, effecrive

Dccember I, 1994, the court opts out of the probation officer's recommendation disclosure

provision. Unless otherwise directed by order of a judge of this court, the probation officer's

recommendation, if aDy, oD the sentence shall remain coflfidential and shall not be disclosed.
